IntroductIon

of Pipe Stave Craftsmen wrote Page Designer. 
The staff of XLENT Software is delighted that 
Dennis and Len have allowed XLENT Software to 
market Page Designer. 

What is Page Designer? Exactly what its 
names implies —it's a Utility that let's you 
plan an 8-1/2 x 11 " page on your screen and 
then print it. Page Designer lets you 
combine pictures, drawing and text on one 
page. The 40 column text mode lets you use 
different character styles. The 80 column 
mode is good for getting a lot of Information 
on the page. All in all, Page Designer lets 
your Imagination run free. 

As long as people are willing to buy good 
odd-ball Software at a reasonable price, 
XLENT Software will have products to seil.

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Booting Up the Pro^-am 

If you do not know «hat booting the program 
means, turn off your Computer. Go find 
someone under the age of 20 and over the age 
of six and ask them «hat booting up a progran 
means. For those of you who know «hat 
booting means, you may continue reading. 

Find your Joystick, plug it into Joystick 
port one. You will need it for the drawing 
program. Remove all cartridges. Put the 
Page Designer disk into drive 1. Turn on 
your disk drive and then your Computer. The 
program will load.in the title screen. By 
using the CSELECT] key, you can select your 
Printer or run the K Converter. The K 
Converter will convert your Koalapad or Atari 
Artist files to be compatible with Page 
Designer. This Utility was donated to the 
project by our Vice President of Software 
Design, Richard Rognlie. 

When the program loads, you will see a mostly 
blank screen with some letters on the top. 
If you have gotten this far, the next Step is 
to have fun... 


Instructions 

To the right of the screen, you will see a 
notice that says TOP HALF 40. While we 
understand that this is not intrinsical1y 
obvious, we hope to make this all clear soon. 
The 40 means that you are typing text in 40 
columns. I know this may at first seem like 
a silly notice, after all, you have always 
been typing on the Atari with 40 columns to 
the screen. Hit CTRL F. The message now 
says 80. Can this be, can you really type 80 
columns on the screen? Yes you certainly 
can. I know, 80 columns is all blurry on a 
NOTE.

color TV. Use the [OPTION] and [SELECT] keys 
to select a color and luminance that displays 
the characters clearly.

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Rules 


1. The SPACE bar and BACKSPACE keys work in 
the normal manner. 

2. The ARROW keys are limited by the page 
edge but otherwise they will function as 
usual. 

3. The RETURN key advances you to the 
Start of the next line and will flip you 
to the bottom half of the page if you 
RETURN through the top half. (The bottom 
half refers to the bottom half of your 
printed page). 

4. The TAB key advances you through 3 
positions on the line and will advance 
you to the first Position if you have 
tabbed at a line's third Position. 

5. If you type through the end of a line you 
are advanced to the Start of the next 
line. If this occurs at the end of the 
top half of the page, you are advanced to 
the bottom half of the page. 

6. The SHIFT/CLEAR or CONTROL/CLEAR 
combinations will clear the half of the 
page you are displaying on the screen. 

7. The SHIFT/INSERT combination is limited 
to moving the line that you are on and 
there must be at least one space 
available at the line's end to accomodate 
the move. 

8. The SHIFT/DELETE combination will remove 
spaces from a line. 
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9. 


The INVERSE (ATARI) key is operative and 
will produce the inverse of any character 
selected including those of the graphlcs 
f ont. 

10. The CONTROL-G combination places you in 
the "Graphics Mode". This is the mode 
that lets you use your Joystick for 
drawing. 

11. The CONTROL-A and CONTROL-B comblnations 
allow you to move one scan line above or 
below where you started. Repeated 
keypresses will eventually move you to 
the next line and the Cursor will be 
reoriented. You cannot go "above" on the 
first and second row nor "below" on the 
second to last and last rows on the 
screen. 

12. The CONTROL-T combination toggles you 
between the upper and lower halves of the 
page - 

13. The CONTROL-Z combination activates the 
52 "special graphics font". This font 
allows you to create borders, highlight 
text etc. You can gain access to all of 
the graphic characters by selecting upper 
and lowercase letters. The other 
"CONTROL" characters are still active. 
You connect these characters vertically 
by using the "above" and "below" Controls 
and to return to the regulär text mode, 
you hit the CONTROL-F combination. 

14. If you are combining a picture with text, 
the picture must be in “uncompressed" 
format. If you are using Atari Artist or 
Koalapad flies, run them through K 
Converter to get an “uncompressed" file. 
Plctures can only be loaded into the top 
half, and must be loaded before adding 
any text. 
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INPUT and OUTPUT (40 wüLUMN MODE) 

You must be in the 40 column. mode to uerform 
all I/O cperations. You must also be in the 
uppercase mode. Make sure that the INVERSE 
<ATARI) key is not activated. 

1. To SAVE a screen you bave created you use 
the CONTROL-3 combination, The me 5 sage 
wiadow will prompt you with “DRIVE#!: 4 *. 
Hit RETURN to seiect drive 1 or select a 
number from 1 to 4 to select a different 
drive. The message window will then 
prompt you for the filename "FN?". Enter 
in the and hit retum to sa.ve
